Robert Murphy Is 
New Alumni Trustee 


Edward Karrick Morris, Chairman 
of the Board of Security Storage Com- 
pany, Washington, D. C., was elected 
Chairman of the Board of Trustees at 
the Board’s annual meeting, held this 
year on June 5. 

At the Board’s Spring meeting, 
Robert Murphy, former Undersecretary 
of State for Political Affairs, was named 
by the Board of Trustees to a three-year 
term as an alumnus trustee. 

Chairman Morris has been a trustee 
of the University since 1957 and has 
served as Secretary of the Board for the 
past six years. He is past president of 
the Metropolitan Washington Board of 
Trade, The Kiwanis Club of Washing- 
ton, and the United Givers Fund of the 
National Capital Area which he helped 
organize. Mr. Morris has also served 
on The Federal City Council of 
Washington. 

Mr. Morris, a graduate of Williams 
College, received the 1957 Brotherhood 
Award of the National Conference 
of Christians and Jews, was selected 
to receive the J. Edgar Hoover 
Award from the Boys Club in 1963, 
and was named Outstanding Boss of 
1960 by the Junior Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Mr. Morris succeeds Newell W. 
Ellison as Chairman. Mr. Ellison, who 
declined to be considered for another 
term on the advice of his physician, had 
served for six years as chairman. He 
will, however, continue his position as 
a Trustee.

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Lloyd H. Elliott Is President-Elect 


Lloyd H. Elliott, President of the 
University of Maine for the past seven 
years, was elected President of The 
George Washington University on June 
5, at the Annual Meeting of the Board 
of Trustees. He will take office prior to 
January 1. 

Dr. Elliott will succeed the late 


Dr. Thomas H. Carroll and become the 


14th President of George Washington to 
serve since its founding as Columbian 
College in 1821. He will relieve Acting 
President Oswald S. Colclough, who, 
after Dr. Carroll’s death, July 27, 1964, 
deferred his retirement as Dean of Fac- 
ulties to resume the post of Acting 
President he had held from January 
1959 until May 1961. 

A native of Clay County, West Vir- 
ginia, Dr. Elliott has a broad back- 
ground as an educator dating from 1937 
in the public schools of Widen, West 
Virginia, where he was a teacher and a 
school principal. That year he was 
graduated from Glenville State College, 
West Virginia, at the age of 18. 


Two years later Dr. Elliott received 
the Master of Arts at West Virginia 
University. His education was inter- 
rupted from 1942 through 1946 for duty 
in the United States Navy, where his 
service included command of a tank 
landing craft during the invasion of 
Sicily. He returned to education as a 
teaching assistant, and later instructor, 
at the University of Colorado, where he 
completed his doctorate in Education. 


For ten years before he accepted 
the Maine presidency in July, 1958, Dr. 
Elliott filled a succession of positions 
at Cornell University. He taught educa- 
tion and was Professor of Education 
Administration. He was Director of the 
Summer Session, Assistant to the Pro- 
vost, Acting Director of the School of 
Education and finally, Executive As- 
sistant to the President of Cornell. 

At the University of Maine. Dr. 
Elliott aroused citizens and the State 
legislature to needs for enlarged facili- 
ties, and the operating funds of the 
university subsequently rose at the rate 
of one million dollars a year. The uni- 
versity added 15 new buildings under

his administration, and planned for 
other facilities now under construction. 
At Maine, Dr. Elliott worked toward 
improvement of academic standards and 
modern methods of instruction. During 
his presidency the first of a series of 
Maine University commuter branches 
was established in Portland, a law 
school was created, and graduate and 
continuing education programs were ex- 
panded. Student enrollment increased 
from about 4000 to more than 5600. 

Dr. Elliott has been Chairman of 
the Council of Presidents, the Associa- 
tion of Land-Grant Colleges and State 
Universities, and of the Governor’s Ad- 
visory Committee on Educational Tele- 
vision. He has contributed to some 20 
school district surveys in New York 
and surrounding states, has been an 
education consultant for other state and 
federal projects, as well as for the Ford 
Foundation, in Colombia and Venezuela. 
He has written widely for educational 
publications, and is a member of many 
educational associations and boards. He 
is a member of the Maine State Commis- 
sion on Tidal Power, a Trustee of the 
Jackson Laboratory for Cancer Re- 
search, and is a Director of The Merrill 
Trust Company, Bangor. Maine, and a 
trustee of the Bangor and Aroostook 
Railroad. 

While attending Glenville State 
College he met and married a fellow 
student, the former Miss Evelyn Elder. 
They have a son, First Lieutenant Lloyd 
Gene Elliott, U. S. Army, and a daugh- 
ter, Patricia Ann Elliott, a student at 
the University of Wisconsin. 


LONG RANGE CAMPUS PLAN 


The University has announced a new long-range plan 
of development within the area bounded by 19th and 24th 
Streets and Pennsylvania Avenue and F Street to provide for 
18,000 students by the year 2000. The proposal has been 
submitted to the National Capital Planning Commission, 
providing the Commission with design concepts of the Uni- 
versity’s future plans. 

Sketches show new construction which features elevator 
buildings with underground parking, but some of the attrac- 
tive old homes are kept for housing and for offices to retain 
some of the residential flavor of the neighborhood. 

Four basic areas are planned—Medical, General Science, 
Student Activities, and the University Center—with the hub 
of the campus falling within a four-block area between 21st 
and 20th, Eye and G Streets. 

Drawings are now being made for the Law Center 
Library and for the University Center. The latter will hold 
eating facilities, a small theater, a faculty club, organization 
space, reception rooms, and recreational facilities, including 
a bowling alley and swimming pool. A book store and rath- 
skeller are also being sketched for this building. 

The University expects to commence construction this 
fall of an office building at 21st and Pennsylvania Avenue, 
which will be leased by the National Academy of Sciences. 
This will inaugurate a program whereby the University hopes 
to attract certain scholarly groups to locate adjacent to the 
campus area. 


Annual Support Fund 
Doubles Previous Record 


With several weeks remaining before the close of its 
1964-65 campaign, the University’s Annual Support Program 
has reached its goal of $200,000 from alumni, friends and 
companies. The announcement of this achievement, which 
doubles the previous high in annual giving, has been made 
by Edgar R. Baker, National Fund Chairman. 

More than 3500 graduates, former students and friends 
of the University have contributed to the 1964-65 Program 
as it moves into its final month of solicitation. The number 
of donors exceeds last year’s final total by more than 500. 


Of the $200,000 received to date, approximately $125,000 
has been given by alumni of the University and the remain- 
ing $75,000 has been contributed by parents, friends and 
companies. Alumni of both the School of Law and the School 
of Medicine have exceeded $40,000 in their giving through 
the Annual Support Program. More than $30,000 has been 
received from local firms or through local offices of national 
corporations. 

“Despite the success in surpassing our dollar goal,” 
Chairman Baker reported, “we still look forward to receiving 
many more gifts of whatever size before the end of August 
when the 1964-65 Program concludes. A significant rise in 
the number of donors will be an especially important result 
of this year’s effort.”

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Law School Founder’s Day 
Marks Centennial Year 


Groundbreaking ceremonies for the new Law Center 
Library will highlight Founder’s Day, October 12, and mark 
the official start of the Law School’s Centennial celebration. 

The $1.2 million library project was recently awarded a 
half-million dollars through a one-third matching grant from 
the Department of Health, Education and Welfare under the 
Higher Education Facilities Act. The grant, which amounts 
to $529,000, will be matched by funds raised by the Univer- 
sity in gifts and pledges from friends, foundations and 
alumni. The library is planned to accommodate the school’s 
projected expansion for the next decade. It will provide for 
critically needed facilities for expanded research and ad- 
vance study programs in the Graduate School of Public Law 
as well as for the anticipated growth of the student body in 
the Law School. It will also house volumes on international 
law made available through the John Foster Dulles Fund 
for International Legal Studies. 

In addition to the groundbreaking ceremonies, student 
receptions, luncheons, and other events will be held on 
Founder’s Day, preceded by a convocation. Prior to the Oc- 
tober 12 festivities, the Law School will sponsor a “Dean’s 
Breakfast” for the entering Freshman class. Several hundred 
persons are expected to attend the breakfast, which will be 
held at the Mayflower Hotel. John Marshall Harlan, Asso- 
ciate Justice of the Supreme Court, will be the featured 
speaker. 

The first pre-Founder’s Day event was an alumni lunch- 
eon held August 11 at Miami Beach, Florida, during the 
convention of the American Bar Association. Arthur S. 
Flemming, University of Oregon president, gave the keynote 
address. Dr. Flemming, former Secretary of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare, and a graduate of the Law School (LLB 
*33). is the first of many prominent Law School alumni to 
participate in the year-long Centennial activities. 

At the annual meeting of the law association in Miami 
the following resolution waf unanimously adopted: Resolved 
that the George Washington Law Association extend a 
cordial, enthusiastic welcome to Dr. Lloyd H. Elliott, Presi- 
dent-Elect of The George Washington University, and pledge 
full support and cooperation to him and his administration. 


Lettermen Honor Two Alumni 


The GW Alumni Lettermen Club Hall of Fame is sport- 
ing two new members—Alumni Charles C. Chestnut, attorney 
in Miami, Oklahoma, and Clarence “Nig” McCarver, Ad- 
ministrative Vice President, Howard Payne College. The 
two former University lettermen were inducted into the 
group at a dinner held in the Kennedy-Warren Hotel this 
Spring. 


Fellowships For Women Returnees 


As part of the University’s continuing effort to encourage 
and assist women to return to college, four tuition fellowships 
have been established for part-time study in any of the 
University’s graduate schools. Two of the fellowships will 
be for six credits and two for nine credits. Experience has 
shown that women with family responsibilities prefer return- 
ing to college with a limited course load.

the United States. 

Mr. Murphy received his Bachelor of Laws degree from 
the University in 1920, a Master of Laws degree in 1928, and 
was awarded an honorary Doctor of Laws degree in 1958. 

Mr. Murphy, currently Chairman of the Board of Corning 
Glass International (which he served as president from 1961 
to 1965), served for more than forty years as a public servant. 
He worked with General Eisenhower as Political Adviser in 
North Africa and Germany during World War II. and was 
the United States’ first post-war Ambassador to Japan. He 
holds the National Security Medal, the Distinguished Federal 
Service Medal, Notre Dame University’s Laetare Medal, and 
George Washington’s General Alumni Association’s Alumni 
Achievement Award.

University Wins Eight 
Publication Awards 


The University has received eight recognition awards 
this summer for its publications, including four for GW: 
The George Washington University Magazine, two for alumni 
fund raising literature, and two for the University’s publica- 
tions improvement program and student recruitment informa- 
tion. Recognition of these awards to the University was made 
in the Congressional Record, July 20, by alumnus Senator 
Daniel Inouye (D., Hawaii). 

GW received a first place award for excellence in format 
and typography at the Educational Press Association of 
America meeting in New York in June. It was one of 33 
publications honored from a field of more than 750 entries. 
Margaret Davis, editor, and Neil McKnight, art designer, a 
George Washington alumnus and member of McIver Art and 
Publications, Washington, D.C., received the award. The 
magazine was also one of four entries to win the Time-Life 
distinctive merit award for improvement in alumni publica- 
tions given by the American Alumni Council. A parody on 
a Walter Lippman column written by John J. Ford, Uni- 
versity alumnus and a member of the Sub-Committee for 
Special Investigation, House Armed Services Committee, and 
appearing in the Federal Issue, 1964, was given a Special 
Award. In addition AAC gave an honorable mention citation 
to GW for its alumni content. 

Richard Berg, Director of Pubile Relations, accepted the 
American College Public Relations Association’s two certifi- 
cates of Special Merit presented to the University for its 
publications improvement program and for an outstanding 
publication used in student recruitment and information. 
The University was one of 38 institutions recognized in this 
category from more than 600 entries.
